Agitation in France is not over; but it is
Yair to say that Napoleon is confronting the
force of public opinion with the powerful
plnusil_uility which 15 native to his dynasty.
That plansibiity is the science of kings, and
pometimes the detestation of the peoples, bat,
guch as it is, it is the imperial life-long habit.
¥rom the day when the Emperor convineed
himself that it was inexpedient not to for-
pwear himself, and that he could best repre-
gent the aversge propensities and intelligence
of France by maintaining in his proper pavson
ihe fantastic and divine right of usurpation,
fie lus practised the black art of empire, To
know how to put Fnuplm asleep, to keep tham
down as bya spell, to rin while he amuses
them, to make the poor pay for their poverty,
while they shout, *“Vive Napoleon !” to chain
up courage and mnke intellect a convenient
Elave—this is a science worthy of Nostra-
damus and Cngliostro besides. It is to em-
ploy the general selfishness of a great people
10 keep it in subjection, and to make use of
some moral cowardice in the popular nature
to fight imperial battles. Not for the fivst
dime in the history of the world arve nations
ruled by jugeling.

The versatility of French experience is a
marvel, It has run the gamnt of monavehy in
all forms; has passed every spasm of anarchy
excopt that of popular death; has de-grada-
nted, so to speak, ouk of the republic in every
Etage, and has returned to empire to undergo
dhe process of being kept scientifically under
dhnmb. France has been retummed to herora-
dle with bayonets to wateh her; and in time
ghe has been suffered to walk her own way
within narrow bounds and under guard. Her

They have, in fael, compelled the Em.
peror to annonnee his purpose of establish.
ing reforms (hat are tantamonnt to a change
in the prineiple on which he has hitherto ad-
ministerad the Govermuent,

The Seunte has yoi to consider the qnas-
tions which he hos |JT'u;ru'u‘|l. but this *‘eon-
siderntion” will amonnt to lttle more than
an aereement with the will of that power
'i-.\' which the Senatorg hold their plases, If
he be renlly willing that they hh'l']{" Piss
into law, the Senote will be re 1-1_‘.' enongh fo
assent, If, at any peri the time at
which they are under *“‘consideration” he
desires their modifiestion in any way, the
Henate will be equally rendy to assont. And
if, at any time, he is pleased to let the Sena-
tore know that he desires the rejection of
his own propositions, they will Le L ippy to
register his will in that direction,

The vital point in the scheme which he has
formulated, is the proposition to give the
Logislature the “control of the budgat.” This
is the fundamental symbol of powerin all [roe
logislative aseemblics. It has always Dheen
practically withheld from the Napoleonic
Logislature, and the Emperor has always been
careful to retain it in his own hands.  While
he held it, he could contral the entire action
of the Government. Of his own motion he
could re wlaim war or pence, He could in-
erease the army, augment the public expandi-
dures for his own ends, and. in short, by eon-
trolling the Treasury of the nation, could
catablish its policy upon all points of admin-
istration, No matler how servile the Legis-
Inture may at this time seem to be, when its
members find they can control the budget,
and throngh it the Government, there will
nrise among them a new feoling of responsi-
bility and independence. The people, too,
will be able to hold them to a more strict ae-
count, and the popnlar will must beeomne more
imperatively dominant.

The power is one which the Emparor would
never resign if he did not see the impossi-
Lility of permanently npholiding the present
Hystem,

As for the otber changes he proposes, thoy
are all in the direction of liberal reform. The
proposition to permit the Legislation to elect
its own officers, who have heratofore boen
appointed by the Emperor, will give the body
much greater freedom and independence,
The simplifieation of the methods of dealing
with “‘projects of law"” will facilitate the pas-
sage of publie veforms. The submission to
the Legslature of commergial treaties is an
important extension of the powers of the body;
and though its existence heretofors would,
beyond doubt, have prevented the adoption
of some most advantageons treafies, such as
the commercial traaty with England, yet, as

republicans, we must have more faith in
the general wisdom of the Legisliture than
of any Ewmperor, The ‘extension of the
right of interpellation” doubtless provides for
the removal of the cumbersome machinery
which is now reguired to be set in operation
before u deputy can bring any question to the
attention of the Legislature. We know of no
mwethod in any Legislature so discouraging
and complicated as that in the French Legis-
lature. It gives the Government full power
to dictate what matters shall be discussoed by
the Deputies, and thus in any emergency
gives the Emperor control of the netion of the
legislative body. Next to the eontrol of the
Hudget, the freedom of interpellation is the
most important step towards legislative inde-
pendence.

The astuteness, if not the duplicity, of Na-
poleon, in working his way out of politioal
difficulties such ns have lately arisen in
France, prevents our indulging in very lively
hopes of the passage of any measures of re-
form that will seriously limit his personal
power, or interfere with the absolute supre-
macy be has heretofore retained in the Gov-
ernment of France, Again and again has he
promised reforms and liberties in the past
few years, and once and again has he decelved
the people. But the indications from the
recent conrse of affairs are more duotermi-
nate than anything we have heretofore had,
and it looks lately as though the *logie of
events” had become more powerful even than
the Emperor,

JOHN P. HALE AS A SMUGGLER.
From tha N, Y. World,

John P. Hale may he taken as a fair repre-
sentative of the Republican party, in politics
and morals, in habits of mind and thought.
He wes nmong the earliest, if nol the earliest,
of politicians to successfully use anti-slayery
emotion as an element in obtaining office,
country lawyer—more conspicuous for that
kind of wit and general faculty of speech
which propitiates superficial jurymen than
for that learning and sound argument which
assist the Bench in ascertaining legal trath—
hie began his political career by secking office
in New Hampshire of the Democratic party,
and succeeded so far as to he elected by that
organization to the- Legislature, and subse-
quéently in 1848, to Congress. Before the
end of his first termn bhe was renominated for
a second term by the Democrats; but having,
in the January anterior to the March in which
the election was to be held, written a letter
denouncing the proposed annexation of Texas
on anti-slavery grounds, s new convention was
called in his distriot by regulae Democratic
anthority, and another candidiate nominated
in the place of Hale, who ran ns an indepen-
dent candidate,

A majority of votes being reguired to elact,
and no candidate baving that number, the
district was unrepresented durving that term.
In 1843 a combinntion of Whigs and Free.

ernment of the United States. but, despite
all this, it is impossiblo to shut our eyes to
the damaging facts he brings ont against
Hile, in lis recent letter to the Tvibune. The
case, nnder his showing, is just as we BT
posed it was when we commented on it many
weeks sinee: and it in as disgraceful as it wall
can be to Hale, to the American Embassy al
M*l'h'l'l. and to the poople of the United
States, who are responsible for the acts of the
Republican party Nt infamons, to bo
sure, a5 the Nickles appointment by Grant;
but bad enongh,

Mr. Hale, in communications of defenze
addressed to the New York newspapets of his
own political feith, has endeavored to alip ont
of the awkward fix in which Perry had placed
him, npon the ingenions theory that the in-
culpated importations had been made on doen-
ments preparad in Spanish by Perry for his
(Hale's) signature, the latter not being able,
or not eaving, to rewl what they contained; in
other words, that the Minister had besn l]ll[h?tl
by his secretary. Hale, in fact, plead igno-
rance of {he law and langnage which every-
body, fit to be a foreirn minister, is assumad
to know, DEuat Perry, in lis recent reply,
punches the pith out of that defense in double-
quick time,

Hule sailed for Madreid in June, 1865, and
went directly fo his post, and sixtesn months
afterwards he was discovared smuggling mer-
chandise under eolor of his diplomatic *‘per.
mit."”" This is cerfainly a period sufliciently
long to have enabled him to aequire know-
ledge enongh to protect himself against the
wiles of Perry, if he had wished to do so. It
turns out that Senor Asensi, Ohief of the
Spanish Commereial Burean, enlled the atten-
tion of Perry, on Mareh &, 15067, to the fact
that foreign merchandize, *‘permitted free
to Hale, went not to the dwelling house of
the latter, but to ths warehouse of one Ve-
lasco. 'The smuggling operations of Hale
were going on briskly, it seems, in the pre-
vions December. Perry was informed thereof
by the Spanish Government on the eighth
day of next March, and three days thereafter
Hale wrote the following note to Velasco,
who was his pel in violating the revenue laws
of Spain:—

SLRGATION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA,
MapRID, March 11, 1867,—To Sr. D, B. Rulz de Ye-
Iasco—Dear Sir:—be so good &8 tosend me your
exact account expressing the value of the goods
which you have furnlshed me, and also the amount
of dutles enjoyed by you in the Custom House on
my acvount, 1do not wish for any more importa-
tions in my name nor on my account, and I will pay
yon fn cash the balance thers may be to my debit In
acconnt with you, Be so good as not to make use of
the franchise which is pending relative to two bales
ol carpets proceeding “from England, and pay the
dutles as I 1t AU not exlst, I am your attentive and
obedient servant, Jous P, HaLg”

Velaseo, not understanding how that ex-
posure by the Spanish Government had com-
pelled Hale to summarily elose up the part-
nership accounts, wrote a rather peremptory
roply, in these words:—

Maprin, Muareh 12,—To Senor Don John P, Hale—
Dear 8ir:—On the 12th of Deoember T Informed you
thut our necounts would be balaneed up to that day
by your furnishing me an order for the free admis-
slon of three cases, These arrived, and the alair
was terminnted, Afterwards, aundat your request, I
pald the account of your upholsterer, ie reducling it
avmy request to three thousand reals. 1 wrote you
saying that this sum would be balanced by an order
for the free admission of two bales of uanum. whick
you offered me, and trusting o your word I ordered
the sald two bales from London. Yesterday you
annnl by your letter what you had otferad me, and In
view of it I sent a telegram to London to suspend the
shipment, If it wag not already done. De 8o good as
to fend me the three thonsand reals which 1 pald on
your account to the upholsterer, Anthony Reyes, and
our acconnts will be balanced up to this day, 1 avall
myself of this occasion to repeat mysell, with the
highest conslderntion, your obedient sorvant,

YBONIFACIO RU1Z DE VELASCO."”

Perry, in order to clinch the evidence of
the fact that Hale was perfectly well nware of
the charncter of the “*three cases” refered to
by Velasco, and the use to which the evaded
duties thereon were to be put, furnishes a
copy of the application made by Hale for a
“free permit” (a6 we say in New York) for the
CREOBI—
